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Ford picks Sen. Dole 
as his running mate 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U P I) - President Ford followed up 
his hard-won presidential nomination over Ronald Reagan 
today by choosing Sen. Robert Dote of Kansas as his running 
mate against Jim m y Carter. 
At a news conference at his Crown Center Hotel 
headquarters, and with Dole standing alongside, the Presi­ 
dent said, “ It s a very great occasion for me. I ’m really 
thrilled with the opportunity of having Bob Dole as my runn­ 
ing m ate” 
Ford’s announcement came less than seven hours before 
the final session of the Republican National Convention 
which must ratify the selection, and after he discussed the 
subject with Reagan during a party unity meeting in the wee 
hours this morning. 
Reagan said afterward that Ford did not offer him the vice 
presidential spot. 
The selection of Dole, 53, a former GOP national 
chairman, came as several convention delegations, which 
backed Reagan’s presidential bid sought to launch a move­ 
ment to draft him for the No. 2 spot on the ticket. 
Reagan reiterated after seeing Ford that he was not in­ 
terested in running for vice president. In the street outside, 
Reagan supporters booed and hissed Ford, chanting “ we 
want Reagan” and “ write in Reagan ” 
There had been little mention of Dote over the long weeks 
of Fold’s deliberation on a running mate. The name figuring 
most in speculation during convention week had been that of 
Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee 
U PI initially learned that Dole was the man from Connec­ 
ticut state party chairman Frederick K. Biebei. 
The Kansan is known for his quick wit and biting debate on 
the Senate floor. He served two years in the party chair­ 
manship. 
The 31st national GOP conclave winds up tonight with the 
more than 4,500 delegates and alternates voting on the Dote 
selection and Ford, 63, accepting the party’s endorsement to 
run for the presidency in his own right. 


The President was nominated on a roll call vote of 1,117 to 
1,070. West Virginia put Ford over the top at 1:20 a.m. EDT, 
after 46 minutes of balloting. 
Once the roll call was completed, the weary delegates 
shouted their approval of a motion to give him the nomina­ 
tion by acclamation. The convention then adjourned until 
7:30 p.m. EDT today. 
“ It’s been long and tough, but it was great!” Ford ex­ 
claimed, accepting the congratulations of political advisers 
and White House staffers crowding his f350-a-day, rooftop 
suite at the Crown Center Hotel. 
Witnessing his moment of victory on television after eight 
tortuous months of campaigning, the President leaned back, 
smiled and said. “ I hope nobody demands a recount.” 
Reagan saw his 10-month campaign go down the drain in 
seclusion in his Alameda P la n Hotel headquarters 25 blocks 
away. 
The Reaganites sany, colorful show of support delayed the 
scheduled mid-evening start of the nomination roll call for 
more than three hours. It was well past midnight and the end 
of prime television time before Ford could savor victory at 
last. 


In Plains, Ga., before Ford’s nomination. Democratic no­ 
minee Carter predicted the President will make a “ formi­ 
dable opponent” and that the GOP w ill become reunited 
“ very quickly” after Kansas City. But Carter expressed con­ 
fidence he could sweep the South even if Ford had Baker for 
a running mate. 


Ford’s big breakthrough came when the convention Tues 
day night rejected, 1,180 to 1,060 with 10 abstentions, a high- 
stakes Reagan bid to force the President to disclose his vice 
presidential preference in advance of the nomination

“ Sure, there’s disappointment at what 
happened,” Reagan, his (ace flushed and 
his eyes shining with tears, said haltin­ 
gly. “ The cause, the cause goes on.’’ 
“ Sure it’s just one battle in a long war 
that is going to go on as long as we all 


live.” 
At one point Mrs. Reagan, her disap­ 
pointment obvious, turned away from 
the assembled 150 staffers and an aide 
handed her a handkerchief to dab her 
eyes 
But Reagan promised, “ Nancy and 1 
are not going back and sit on a rocking 
chair on the front porch and say ’that’s 
ail for us’.” 
Reagan, who lost by a thin margin of 
the GOP convention vote to Ford, urged 
his campaign staffers to go on and work 
for their political belief 
“ The individuals on this stage may 
change but the cause w ill prevail 
because it is right,” he said. “ So don’t 
give up your ideas Don’t compromise 


thought Dole was an “ excellent choice.” 


A caucus of Oklahoma delegates, firm­ 
ly behind Ronald Reagan, took the news 
in almost total silence. One person clap­ 
ped but stopped quickly. “ Bob Dole is a 
good guy,” said delegation chairman 
Skip Healy. “ But he in no way would 
have helped the ticket like Ronald 
Reagan would have.” 


Tom Ellis, chairman of the North 
Carolina delegation, said Dole is un­ 
known in his state.

PANMUNJOM, Korea (U P I) - Com- 
mmunist North Korea ordered its armed 
forces into a “ war posture” today in the 
face of U.S. action stepping up a border 
alert of American troops. 
The beefing up of border forces by both 
sides followed the “ deliberate murder” 
of two American officers Wednesday by 
North Korean soldiers at this truce 
village. 
The order putting North Korea’s 
regular and m ilitia forces on a full com­ 
bat alert was issued by President Kim il- 
Suag and broadcast repeatedly by all 
North Korean state-run radio stations, 
which interrupted their regular 
programs to make the announcement 
“ If the U.S. imperialists dare start a 
war in defiance of our stern warning, 
they w ill be unable to escape a crushing 
Mow,” the Commmunist broadcast said. 
A North Korean radio broadcast 
monitored in Washington said President 
Kim had ordered the Korean People’s 
Army to go “ on a war posture.” 
The report claimed that the United 
States had served an “ ultimatum-type 
notice,” and ordered U.S. army units in 
South Korea on an emergency alert. 
“ We w ill not provoke others first, but 
we w ill never tolerate the enemies 
provoking us,” it added. 
The North Korean action came just a 
day after 30 axwielding North Korean 
army guards killed two U.S. Army of­ 
ficers who were with a work patrol trim­ 
ming tree branches. 
It followed a stormy meeting of the 
Korean M ilitary Armistice Commission 
at Panmunjom at which the United Na­ 
tions command accused the North 
Koreans of deliberate murder and in­ 
dulging in “ the actions of animals” in 
hacking and beating the two Americans 


to death. 
The UNC, during the meeting, also 
sent a protest message to President Kim 
il Sung. The message, in the name of 
Gen. Richard G. Stihrell, commander of 
U.S. Forces and the UNC in Korea, 
demanded assurances that such inci­ 
dents will not recur. 
American troops near this truce 
village, about 35 mites north of Seoul, 
were seen in full combat gear and 
heading toward hilltop position. 
Some American GIs told U PI that they 
were on full alert but a Pentagon 
spokesman said that the 42,800 U.S. 
troops in South Korea were put under 
“ increased alert.” 
U.S. m ilitary officials in Seoul refused 
to discuss the matter, saying, “ we don’t 
comment on our readiness condition.” 
They said, however, that aU leaves were 
canceled at noon today. “ AU those on 
leave or pass were ordered to return to 
their units,” they said. 
In Washington Pentagon sources said 
that U.S. forces had been moved from a 
peacetime status to the first of four 
higher alert categories, meaning that 
some leaves and passes were canceled 
and personnel were recalled to their 
bases. Intelligence gathering activities 
also were stepped up, they said, but 
forces were still far short of a wartime 
footing. 
A Pentagon source said "W e have 
taken the precautionary move of in­ 
creasing the readiness status of the 
forces in the area.” 
Although there was no official confir­ 
mation by the Defense M inistry, 
m ilitary sources said the Saith Korean 
army also increased its vigil along the 
border running roughly along the 38th 
parallel.

BEIR U T , Lebanon (U P I) - Fighting

In the capital, indiscriminate terror 
shelling killed at least 21 civilians and 
wounded more than 38 overnight, but 
quieted down by mid-morning after 
rightist and leftist leaders pledged to try 
to restrain their m ilitias from more 
murderous artillery duels. 
At least 120 persons were killed and 185 
wounded in Wednesday’s fighting, 
security and hospital officials estimated. 
Sources said Palestinain leaders 


cautiously accepted Phalangist party of­ 
ficial Alexandre Gemayel’s truce offer, 
which called for a Palestinian with­ 
drawal from their positions in the moun­ 
tains. but insisted on a proviso that a 
general ceasefire come before any 
pullback. 
But an Arab League spokesman 
warned that final accord on the truce 
terms was still far off. “ We’re still try­ 
ing to implement the last cease-fire and 
keep the fighting in the mountains from 
blowing up,” he said. “Talk of a new 
agreement now is premature.” 
Gemayel, who submitted the truce of­ 
fer to the Palestine Liberation Organisa­ 
tion through an Arab League mediator 
Wednesday, had said that in caae of an 
outright rejection his party “ w ill con­ 
sider that the only possible solution is s 
m ilitary one.” Gemayel also proposed 
Syrian-supervised peace talks

Scattered light showers hit isolated points in the Central Coast last night 
and this moring adding fractional inches of rain — it was the eighth August 
rain in 60 years according to weather watchers at Burpee Farms. 
A spanking .24 of an inch was recorded at Lompoc’s Water Treatment 
Plant; Burpee Farms, west of Lompoc recorded .26 of an inch; a tenth of an 
inch was recorded in the Solvang area. 
Elsewhere the impact of the summer storm was lighter. County Flood 
Control Chief James Stubchaer said the county’s monitoring system 
recorded no rainfall at Jutncal, Gibralter or Cachuma reservoirs. 
The storm raised the season total in Lompoc to .29 of an inch, compared to 
zero, last year this time. 
Burpee listed the following August rains and the record rainfall: 1913- 
’14, .23 of an inch; 1935- 36, .18 of an inch; 1945-’46, .04 of an inch; l»49-’50, .02 
of an inch; 1955-’56, .06 of an inch; 1963-’64, .04 of an inch; 1964-’65, .07 of an 
inch; and today’s storm, .26 of an inch early this morning. 
Water was running in Miguelito Channel and the Lefkowitz Storm Drain 
and flooding some Lompoc intersections, H Street and Chestnut Avenue and 
Chestnut and O Street, for example. 
Rain continued to fall in most Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valley areas at 
noon today. 
The storm is the result of a low-pressure that moved into California from 
the Pacific Northwest after having been spawned in Alaska. 
The slow-moving shower activity was about 12 hours behind forecasters’ 
predictions and had gone only as far south as Santa Barbara by early this 
morning. It was scheduled to move into the Los Angeles Basin later this 
morning, bringing continuing showers there during the day on Friday. 
Travelers have been advised that the moisture has made freeway, 
highway and road surfaces extremely slippery and extra caution has been 
recommended for those unaccustomed to driving in wet weather.

Tax initiative signing pressed 


The drive for signatures is 
nearing deadline for an amend­ 
ment to the California Constitu­ 
tion which would place a lim it 
on property taxes and also 
sharply lim it the rate of assess­ 
ment on the fair market value 
of a home. 


The initiative, sponsored by 
the Associated California Tax­ 
payers, needs 500,000 valid 
signatures by August 2b to 
qualify. The latest count as of 
August 3, according to Santa 
Barbara campaign coordinator 
Frances Slavin, was 300,000. 


Since then, she noted a con­ 
centrated effort has been 
launched in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
In a release on the effort, 
Pau l Gann, chairm an of 
People’s Advocate, a citizen 
volunteer organization which is 
assisting in the statewide cam­ 
paign, claimed that this amend­ 
ment contains “ two features 
that make it different from 
other such proposals. One of 
these is the two per cent tax 
lim it that is reduced whenever 
anything is removed from the 
property tax rolls. Just as im­ 


portant," said Gann, “ is the 
lim it on assessment." 


The measure, authored by 
Dr. Steve Wilson, a research 
analyst from Soquel, also 
provides special relief for those 
over 62 years old, ranter relief, 
a broader tax base and a provi­ 
sion allowing no assessment 
raises for repairs, gardening or 
minor improvements made in 
the home, according to Slavin. 


Without a special statewide 
election, the initiative would 
appear on the June, 1978 ballot. 
However, according to the 


release, the am endm ent 
provides for a freeze level of 
the 1976-77 assessment rate. If 
approved by the voters, this 
would require all interim as­ 
sessment rate. If approved by 
the voters, this would require 
all interim assessments be 
rolled back to this year's level 
and the two per cent per year 
increase would go into effect. 
Slavin said petitions can be 
obtained and returned locally to 
Lilley Campaign Headquarters, 
105 North H St., or the Hedlund 
Campaign Headquarters, 1301 
West Guava Ave.

The UAW wants to ensure

dustry slumps. Under the fund, 
together with state unemploy­ 


ment compensation payments, 
la id-off workers can receive up 
to 95 per cent of regular take- 
home pay.

Douglas Fraser, head of the un­ 
ion’s bargaining team at 
Chrysler, said only the No. 3 
automaker is being asked for 
the extra money on top of any 
other economic and fringe 
benefits package it wins. 


In the past, Fraser has said 
Chrysler “ raped" the fund in 
late 1974 when the firm virtual­ 
ly shut down 
betw een 
Thanksgiving and New Year's 
Day as the second year of a 
two-year dump began. 


Fraser said nearly $26 million 
was needed as “ pay back" 
money because C 
h r y s l e r mis­ 
managed the fund just before 


Christmas of 1974, when it idled 
40.000 workers who then re­ 
ceived fund payments instead 
of holiday pay. 
The other $11.5 million is 
needed to ensure the fund never 
again runs dry, he said. 
Fraser was more conciliatory 
Wednesday in explaining the 
new fund demand. But he said it 
was a major item on the 
bargaining table. 
The fund issue was the latest 
in a series presented to the 
automakers in advance of the 
expiration at midnight, Sept. 14, 
of current contracts covering 
680.000 U.S. and Canadian 
workers. 
The UAW next week w ill 
select General Motors, Ford or 
Chrysler as its “ strike target" 
to offer a pattern agreement for 
the auto industry. 


Nonaligned nations say 
economics is key issue 


Three all-black towns sealed 
off in South Africa rioting 


PORT ELIZA BETH , South 
Africa (U P I) — Police have 
sealed off three all-black 
townships on the outskirts of 
Port Elizabeth because of an- 
tigovemment rioting and the 
shooting deaths of eight more 
black demonstrators. 
Since June, 225 persons — all 
but two of them black — have 
died in racial violence in South 
Africa. 
Riot police Wednesday 
pumped bursts of gunfire into 
crowds of an estimated 4,000 
blacks, who hurled stones and 
bottles at police, gutted at least 
eight buildings and destroyed 
can. Twenty blacks also were 
wounded by police bullets. 
It was the worst violence 
since last week's bloodshed in 
Cape Town, where 29 persons 
killed, mostly by police 


gunfire. 
By nightfall, fires still raged 
in three all-black townships on 
the outskirts of the city, 400 
miles east of Cape Town. Police 
sealed off the townships of 
Kwazakele, Brighton and Swide 
and transportation services 
were suspended. 
As in previous outbreaks of 
violence, students, who were 
boycotting schools, poured into 
the streets and stoned drivers 
of buses and autos A bus was 
set ablaze and a newspaper 
delivery van seized, burned out 
and overturned. 
The crowds, initially scat­ 
tered by police baton charges 
and tear gas explosions, re­ 
grouped and retaliated by 
pelting police with broken bot­ 
tles and rocks and then dragged 


wrecked vehicles across roads 
for barricades. 
By dusk, only two of the six 
liquor stores in the townships 
remained standing. Four beer- 
h a lls , 
a 
governm ent 
administration office, a bank, 
an aid center for unemployed 
and a post office were in ruins. 
Officials estimated damage at 
$690,000. 
The disturbances first broke 
out in Johannesburg’s giant all­ 
black township of Soweto June 
16 and spread from there to 
other black enclaves, leaving 
176 dead. 
Last weekend, police rounded 
up about 60 leading blacks con­ 
sidered agitators behind the 
growing opposition to govern­ 
ment education and racial 
separation policies.

Among other things, the 
declaration called for setting 
Up an international emergency 
grain reserve, a “ new, univer­ 
sal and equitable monetary

COTABATO CITY, The Phi­ 
lippines (UPI) — The govern- 
ment today ordered thousands 
of refugees moved to new in­ 
land houses away from coastal 
fishing villages destroyed by 
Tuesday’s earthquake and tidal 
waves. 
At least 3,737 persons were 
killed — mostly in the coastal 
villages — and 2,000 persons 
were missing, the National 
Disaster Coordinating Center 
said today. 
The quake that rocked the 
Mindanao-Sulu region was fol­ 
lowed by at least 20 after­ 
shocks. 
Officials said about 90 per 
cent of the deaths were caused 
by 24-foot waves that washed 
away whole fishing villages 
along the coast of Moro Gulf, 
about 500 miles south of Manila. 
More than 28,000 persons 
were left homeless, the disaster 
center said. 
The tidal wave flattened 
almost aU the stilted, wooden 
huts along the shore in Cotabato

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
“pugil stick courts-martial” 
appear to be over, with one 
sergeant found guilty, another 
acquitted and charges against a 
third dismissed. 
Charges against a captain 
were reduced. 
Maj Gen. Kenneth J Hought­ 
on, commander of the Marine 
Corps Recruit Depot, appeared 
to close the books on the death 
of Pvt Lyra» McClure when he 
dismissed all charges Wednes­ 
day against Sgt Henry Aguilar 
and reduced the counts against 
Capt. Cecil V. Taylor. 
The death of McClure, 20, of 
Lufkin, Tex., set off a Congres­ 
sional investigation of military 
recruiting and training. He was 
beaten unconscious during a 
disciplinary bout with pugil 
stioks — 16-pound, padding- 
tipped poles — and remained in 
a coma for three months before 
dying of massive brain in­ 
juries. 
Investigators determined he 
was so mentally retarded he 
should not have been allowed to 
enlist. 
Houghton dismissed all 
charges against Aguilar, 23, of 
Hanford, Calif., “in the inter­ 
ests of justice.“ Aguilar was 
duty drill sergeant In the 
“motivation platoons” for trou­ 
blesome and hard to train 
recruits, which were abolished 
after McClure died. 
He had been charged wtth 
i 
maltreatment of a recruit and 
violating orders, A negligent 
homicide charge was dismissed 
earlier after a court-martial 
acquitted S. Sgt. Harold Bron­ 
son, 30, who supervised the bout 
in which McClure was knocked 
out. 
S. Sgt. Henry C. Wallraff, 27, 
Lacroix, Minn., Bronson's su­ 
perior, was found guilty of 
dereliction of duty fra assigning 
Bronson, a newcomer to the 
motivation 01atoons, to the 
pugil stick bouts, violating 
regulations that required an ex­ 
perienced overseer. He re­ 
ceived a reprimand. 
Six charges of violation of 
orders and dereliction of duty 
against Capt, Cedi V. Taylor, 
34, of Orlando, Fla., were 
reduced to one of violating 
orders and two of dereliction of 
duty. He was offered "non 
judicial punishment,” an ad­ 
ministrative proceeding which 
can impose only light penalties 
and does not give the offender a 
criminal record.

Quakes have killed 
25,000 this year 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
More than 25,000 people have 
been killed during earthquakes 
around the work! this year, 
making it the deadliest year for 
earthquakes since 1970. 
The U S. Geological Survey 
said Wednesday the death toll 
for this year doesn't even in­ 
clude figures from China and 
the Soviet Union which ex­ 
perienced massive quakes this 
year 
In 1970 “more than 67,000 
lives were lost to Peru and 
Turkey,” the USGS said. 
The agency’s death toll for 
this year includes 23,000 killed 
to Guatemala Feb. 4,900 deaths 
in northeastern Italy May 6,600 
deaths in Bali July 14 and “at 
least several thousand deaths” 
In the Philippines this week. 
The toll is expected to go 
much higher, because fatalities 
from major quakes in China 
July 27-28 and the Soviet Union 
April 8 and May 1, have not yet 
been reported, and reports of 
9,000 killed In Western New 
Guinea after a June 25 quake 
have not been confirmed, it 
said. 
So far in 1976, the USGS said 
there have been 37 "sig­ 
nificant” earthquakes which 
registered 6.5 or stronger on the 
open-ended Richter scale. Of 
that number, 10 were called 
“major” quakes measuring 7.0 
to 7.9 and three were “great” 
earthquakes of 8.0 to 8.9 
The long-term average is 
about 18-18 major earthquakes 
per year and one great quake 
A USGS spokesman said the 


number of major and great 
quakes reported this year has 
doubled since June. 
Not enough is known, the 
spokesman said, to determine 
whether the changing pace in 
worldwide earthquake activity 
is significant. 
Moynihan speaks 
NEW YORK (UPI) - For­ 
mer U.N. Ambassador Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan says the con­ 
ference of nonaligned nations in 
Sri Lanka is on the verge of 
becoming “just another Com­ 
munist front organization in in­ 
ternational affairs.” 
Moynihan, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination to the 
U.S. Senate from New York, 
made the comment Wednesday 
night to the Jewish American 
Political Action Committee. 
At the Sri Lanka conference 
Wednesday, the United States 
was attacked by Cuba as “in­ 
solent” and Cambodia as the 
“most barbarous country in the 
world.”

San Francisco residents hard­ 
ly noticed their dty’s wettest 
August in history but Universi­ 
ty of North Carolina officials 
were left to worry about a 
drought that has threatened 
water supplies for students 
arriving on campus. 
Rare summer rain fell on San 
Francisco Wednesday, making 
August the wettest on record. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice said .32 indies had fallen 
on the city by 10 p.m., raising 
the monthly total to .75 inches, 
compared to the previous high 
of .49 inches in 1965. 
The rain continued early to­ 
day. 
Light, unseasonable rains 
spread over much of the West 
and were welcomed by resi­ 
dents. 
Fire restrictions were lifted 
fra campers in Sequoia Nation­ 
al Forest and Sierra National 
Forest to California but were 
not enough to provide an ap­ 
preciable level increase in 
parched reservoirs of the Marin 
Municipal Water District. 
Rain stretched over the 
northern two-thirds of Cali­ 
fornia early today and spread 
into Oregon, the Great Basin 
and through the Rockies to the 
Central Plains. 
Other storms lingered from 
New Mexico and Texas along 
the Gulf across Florida and up 
the Atlantic Seaborad to South 
Carolina. 
But dry summer weather was 
the rule elsewhere. 
An acute water shortage 
prompted University of North 
Carolina officials to issue strict 
water conservation directives, 
as the towns of Chapel Hill and 
Carrboro prepared for 20,000 
students arriving for fall 
registration Friday. 
Chapel Hill Mayor James C. 
Wallace and Carrboro Mayra 
Ruth West declared the towns 
in a state of emergency 
Wednesday and implemented 
ordinances to save water. 
Both towns buy their water 
from UNC’s University Lake, 
which Wallace said has dropped 
more than 50 inches below its 
normal because of a prolonged 
drought.

The San Jose Police Depart­ 
ment said “a little old lady” 
reported Wednesday afternoon 
that the car had been parked on 
a downtown neighborhood 
street since Monday. When 
police went to recover it, they 
discovered it was the Oldsmo- 
bile Cutlass with California 
license number 203-NGJ, be­ 
lieved to have been rented by 
Miss Murphy and Diane Ellis at 
the San Francisco Airport.

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Scientists pick tentative 
landing spot for Viking 2 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Utopia Planitia is no Utopia to 
scientists looking for a place to 
land Viking 2 on Mars, but it 
will have to do for the time be­ 
ing because all the alternatives 
appear to be worse. 
Scientists at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory tentatively picked 
Utopia Planitia Wednesday as 
the area where Viking 2, now 
orbiting the red planet, will put 
down its lander Sept. 3 to join 
Viking l ’s robot laboratory in 
the search for evidence of life. 
The site, also called B3, was 
selected by a process of 
elimination. 
“ I don’t accept the B1 area,” 
said program manager James 
Martin Jr. .‘‘And the B2 area 
also doesn’t look acceptable.” 
He conceded Utopia Planitia 
probably ‘‘looks very good right 
now ... because we have no 
(detailed) pictures of it.” 
The site is about halfway 
between the Martian north pole 
and equator and about 1,000 
miles northeast of where the 
Viking 1 lander is operating, 


testing the soil and taking 
photos. 
If further examination shows 
the surface of Utopia Planitia is 
just as rugged as that of the 
rejected sites, then they will be 
reconsidered and the landing 
will be postponed while the 
search continues, Martin said. 
But if a com paratively 
smooth landing ellipse can be 
found in Utopia Planitia, the 
touchdown will take place 
between 5 and 9 p.m. EDT Sept. 
3, he said. 
Selection of the landing site is 
a critical part of the Viking 
mission. 
Because of the distance 
between Mars and earth, the 
spacecraft cannot be guided to 
a landing. It must descend on 
its own by parachute and 
retro rocket, 
risking the 
possibility of being overturned 
and rendered useless by a steep 
slope or big rock. 
Scientists at JPL pondered 
the strange contoured lines, 
resembling plow marks on a 
farm field, photographed by 
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AND CONViNliNT for mufflor and oxhaust 
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Viking 1. 
The lines appear to be about a 
kilometer, or three-fifths of a 
mile, apart and generally sym­ 
metrical. 
‘‘We don’t have a ready ex­ 
planation yet,” said Dr. Harold 
M a s u rs k y 
of

U .S. 
Geological Survey. The scien­ 
tists suspected the lines may be 
caused by winds.

suspect to 
enter plea 
WICHITA, Kan. (UPI) - A 
teen-ager charged with killing 
three persons and wounding six 
others during a downtown snip­ 
ing attack will plead innocent 
by reason of insanity, according 
to his attorney. 
Michael Soles, 19, of Sand 
Springs, Okla., was treated for 
‘‘mental problems while in 
grade school,” his attorney 
William Cather said during 
Soles’ arraignment Wednesday. 
Cather said he will ask for a 
court ordered psychiatric ex­ 
amination of Soles. 
Soles, confined to a wheel­ 
chair, was moved to the 
courthouse for the arraignment 
under heavy police guard from 
St. Francis Hospital. He had 
been hospitalized since the Aug. 
14 sniping attack on a busy 
downtown street from the 26th 
floor of the Holiday Inn Plaza, 
the state’s tallest building. 
Soles was shot by police to 
stop the sniping. He was 
wounded in the arm and legs by 
shotgun pellets. 
He appeared in court attired 
in blue jeans and a T-shirt.

This keeps 
the chiles neater and holds more of the batter: Baste 
with hot oil« Fry until golden brown on each side, but 
work quickly. Drain well on paper towel and let stand. 
Don’t worry if the puffy coating deflates It will puff 
up again when heated in this thin sauce before serving.

I small clove garlic, crushed 
1 tbsp. oil 
1 cup canned tomatoes 
2 cups chicken broth 
Salt, pepper, oregano and cumin 
Cook onion and garlic in oil until wilted. Add 
tomatoes cut in pieces. Put in a pot with the stock and 
bring to a boil, then season to taste with the last four 
ingredients. At serving time, heat the chiles in the 
boiling sauce for about 5 minutes

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Elderly, handicapped bus 
service may be curtailed 


Unless governmental funding 
is forthcoming by Sept. 1, the 
bus transportation for the 
elderly and handicapped of the 
Santa Ynez Valley operated by 
the Community Action Com­ 
m ission's Solvang Senior 
Citizen Center on Atterdag 
Road may suffer curtailment in 
service. 
This was emphasized by Shir- 
ly Denny, director of the senior 
citizen center, following an an­ 
nual dinner meeting of the 
Senior Advisory Council of the 
valley1 Monday night at Rancho 
Club Mobile E sta te s in 
Buellton' 
Ms. Denny told the 38 council 
members and guests attending 
that federal funding for the 
transportation program in the 
valley has been discontinued 
with the service given a 


month’s reprieve for operation 
in August by the allocation of 
$5,000 by the county board of 
supervisors. 
She told the council she was 
making every effort to restore 
the funding for at least the next 
year ami pointed out that the 
service provided by the bus, 
which is owned by the center, 
has been in operation in the 
valley the past two years. 
Daily, it provides transporta­ 
tion for seniors taking part in 
the noon nutrition program held 
during the school year in the 
faculty room of the Santa Ynez 
Valley High School and at other 
various sites in the summer, as 
well as rides for seniors for 
shopping, medical appoint­ 
ments and emergenices. 
The center’s bus service 
provides about 900 rides a 


month to an average number of 
110 people who have no other 
means of transportation. 


The bus covers the entire 
Santa Ynez Valley area, she 
pointed out. 


Unless governmental funds 
are obtained, the bus will have 
to be operated in the future on a 
strictly volunteer driver and 
c o st of operatio n and 
maintenance basis, Ms. Denny 
said. 
The dinner session of the 
council featured a fiesta theme 
with many attending attired in 
Spanish costumes.

Postal parking plan set 
to be discussed today 


In the wake of recent action 
by the U.S. Postal Service in 
setting up some 15-minute limit 
and restricted parking in areas 
of a 60-foot wide parking lot 
between the Solvang Post Of­ 
fice and Copenhagen Square 
along Alisal Rood, officials of 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District and a postal ser­ 
vice representative were to 
meet today to discuss a new 
parking plan for the area. 
Work on setting up the 15- 
minute rones in eight of the 16 
parking places as well as in­ 
stalling road bumpers to pre­ 
vent parking of cars on the 
worth Mde of the post office 
building was completed recent­ 
ly without the knowledge of 
SMID. 
Harold Wipf of the postal ser­ 
vice said SMID had not been 
notified of the project because 
of an error in communication 


between the service and the 
Solvang district. 
The parking strip is owned by 
Catholic Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles. The Copenhagen 
Square property owners have a 
20-foot easement on the north, 
SMID leases the center 20-feet 
and it is believed the post office 
has the remaining 20-feet. 
Under the new arrangement 
just instituted by the postal ser­ 
vice, all of the parking places 
are fitted with bumpers and the 
pattern of parking cars has 
been changed from perpen­ 
dicular to diagonal 
Meanwhile. SMID has come 
up with another plan which will 
be discussed today by Leo 
Mathiasen, SMID manager, and 
Wipf. 
This would call for the 
modification of the ingress and 
egress to the parking area to in­ 
clude access via a center lane 


with diagonal parking provided 
on the north facing the 
Copenhagen Square building 
and on the post office on the 
south. 
Mathiasen said the SMID 
plan would not result in any ad­ 
ditional parking places, but 
would result in easier parking 
and a smoother flow of traffic. 
Mathiasen also noted that 
SMID was conferring with 
County Department of Tran­ 
sportation officials in an effort 
to alleviate the tour bus parking 
problems along Alisal Road. 
Under a plan being offered by 
SMID, the berm on the east side 
of Alisal Road would be 
removed and provision would 
be made along Alisal south of 
the post office to the Rancho de 
la Mesita entrance for parking 
the buses diagonally to allow 
greater utilization of the space 
now available.

sideration. 
This was decided by directors 
of the district at a meeting 
Tuesday night in Solvang. 
Negative declarations were 
approved for Robert Oishausen 
who plans to build on Refugio 
Rood and for A.F. Woodward 
who is building a single family 
dwelling in Los Olivos. 
Due for further study are the 
requests of William K. Rogers 
and Juanita Espinosa. The well 
on the latter’s property in Santa 
Ynez has gone dry and the ap­ 
plicant seeks to obtain service 
from the district. 
Granting of service to a 
proposed subdivision off 
Refugio Road north of Tiana 
Drive was approved in principle 
and a can and will serve letter 
will be issued. 
Several of the applications 
will require the extensions of 
water mains, it was pointed 
out. 
Directors stressed during 
their discussion that the district 
was operating under guidelines 
of state and federal agencies in 
dealing with requests for water 
service. They emphasized the 
need for the completion by ap­ 
plicants of complete and ac­ 
curate environmental assess­ 
ments before the board can act. 
It was noted that the legal 
staff of the district was working 
with the Santa Ynez Band of In­ 
dians and various governmental 
agencies associated with the 
reservation in Santa Ynez in an 
effort to untangle the maze of 
what was d escribed as 
’’bureaucratic red tape” said to 
be holding up approval of a dis­ 
trict water main extension to 
serve new developments on the 
reservation 
Directors also discussed the 
release Monday afternoon of 
2300 acre feet of water stored 
behind Bradbury Dam along the 
Santa Ynez River downstream. 
Purpose of the release is to 
replenish water levels below 
the dam in wells and the un­ 
derground strata 
The release is destined to 
continue through Friday. 
Sending 
of

downstream from the dam is a 
part of a new program launched 
last year when 800 acre-feet 
was discharged from the reser­ 
voir. 
Under a previous plan, water 
had been released downstream 
on a day -by-da y basis 
It was noted at the meeting 
that the district staff was 
monitoring the release 
program “ very carefully,” in 
order to determine its effect on 
wells in the river and the river 
basin. 
In other business, the board 
authorised manager Thomas M. 
Petersen to attend an American 
Water Works Assn., spoosored- 
forum on recent advances in 
water treatment Sept. 15 hi Los 
Angeles. 
Directors also approved the 
retention of an accounting firm 
for a 1876-77 audit of the dis­ 
trict. 
The board also agreed to give 
further review to the release 
study prepared by engineer 
Thomas M Stetson in light of 
the requests for new conntc 
lions in the district.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — C and H Sugar has agreed to stop 
claiming that its product is different or better because it comes 
from sugar cane grown in Hawaii, the Federal Trade Commission 
announced today. 
The agency said the California and Hawaiian Sugar Co. of San 
Fmciseo and its advertising agency have agreed to stop an adver­ 
tising campaign that suggested that sugar derived from beets or 
coming from somewhere other than Hawaii was inferior. 
“In truth and in fact, for the purposes consumers generally 
purchase sugar, there are no differences in granulated sugars,“ 
the FTC said. 
It said all granulated sugars are 99.9 per cent sucrose and the C 
and H brand “is not different from or superior to other granulated 
sugars in quality or purity.“ 
The agency had proposed a complaint against C and H on the 
basis of television commercials, which showed shoppers puzzling 
over sugar labels or being interviewed and saying they thought 
there was a difference between cane sugar and other kinds. 
Under the order, C and H may not repeat the claims unless “the 
differences or superiority represented relates to a consumer use of 
such sugar, which is specified in the ad, the difference or 
superiority is substantiated prior to making the representation, 
and difference or superiority is discernible to or of benefit to the 
class of consumers to whom the representation is directed.” 
The negotiated settlement also prohibits the company from men­ 
tioning in its ad that other competing brands do not disclose the 
source or origin of their sugar unless it also says why there is a 
substantial difference that would be important to the consumer. 
The advertising agency cited in the order is Foote, Cone and 
Belding-Honig, also of San Francisco.

Newton's law of 
gravity amended 


CHENEY, Wash. (UPI) - 
English mathematician Sir 
Isaac Newton came upon 
gravity under an apple tree and 
worked its force or pull into a 
formula that scientists have 
employed without question over 
a century and a half. 
It holds that when the dis­ 
tance between two bodies dou­ 
bles, the force attracting them 
decreases to one-fourth of its 
original value. 
Dr. Daniel R. Long says the 
law should be amended to read: 
“Except for short distances.” 
“Newton's law works so well 
at astronomical distances that 
people must have naturally as­ 
sumed that it was good at any 
distance,” says Long, a physics 
professor 
at 
Eastern 
Washington State College. 


Long, who worked on the 
problem for five years, pub­ 
lished his controversial results 
in "Nature,” the noted British 
scientific journal. 
Long came up with the 
finding by dropping a small tan­ 
talum ball through a tantalum 
ring at various distances, 
measuring the gravitational 
variance without outside in­ 
fluence. 
“The value of the gravitation­ 
al constant is 0.37 per cent 
larger when the bodies are 
separated by 11.8 inches than 
when they’re separated by 1.7 
inches,” Long said. He noted 
this finding agrees with devia­ 
tions reported in historical data 
he researched. 
Long said, however, that the 
finding needs verification by 


other scientists before its 
significance can be pursued. 
“I say here’s a piece of the 
puzzle that has been missing for 
200 years,” he said in an inter­ 
view. “I’ve found it. It’s impor­ 
tant, irrespective of meaning 
and needs verification. 
“I am, evidently, the only 
person on the planet who has 
experimented with the inverse 
square law at short distances,” 
he said. 
Long said there were three 
reasons why he felt there hasn’t 
been experimentation with the 
forces of gravity at short dis­ 
tances. 
“First, most physicists felt it 
wasn’t worthwhile. Newton’s 
law works so well at astronomi­ 
cal dimensions that people 
naturally assume that it is good 
every place. 
“Consequently, people as­ 
sumed that gravity laws had 
already bean checked at short 
distances. 
"Thirdly, my finding would 
be an emharassment for some 
contemporary research.” 
Long said that gravity is the 
weakest force that exists and 
almost any disturbance hinders 
measurements. 
Because his measurements 
would be thrown off by a door 
slamming in the building, a 
truck passing outside or even 
someone moving in the hallway 
outside his laboratory, Long 
often experimented in the mid­ 
dle of the nigit. 
Long purchased the neces­ 
sary measuring equipment with 
a $15,000 grant from the 
Research Corporation of New 
York. 


This professional 
soldier's for hire 
SEATTLE (UPI) — A business card tacked to a bulletin board 
tells of the personal services F. Lee Hutson has to offer. 
"FOR HIRE: 
“Professional soldier ... 
"Specialty: Counterguerrilla, counterinsurgent warfare and 
related operations.” 
Hutson, 33, was in the U.S. Army from 1961 to 1973. He was a 
staff sergeant when he quit because he didn’t like the way the war 
in Vietnam was being run. 
"The whole thing was politics,” he said. 
But in his small, rented Seattle home, Vietnam surrounds F. Lee 
Hutson. 
His sofa is covered with a camouflage-print poncho liner like 
those used by the Army in the tropics. A South Vietnamese flag 
hangs on one wall. On another is displayed the flag of Thailand. 
Framed behind glass and displayed over his desk are the 20 
medals Hutson was awarded during his 57-month tour of duty in 
Southeast Asia. 
Hutson himself wears an Army-issae shirt with buttondown 
shoulder flaps and GI shorts that expose the shrapnel scars on both 
legs. . 
i 
In the kitchen is his wife, Hong, a Vietnamese. 
But it is the bulletin board that inevitably draws the visitor's at­ 
tention. There, along with his business card, is the cover of the 
first issue of a magazine called "Soldier of Fortune, The Journal of 
Professional Adventurers.” 
Articles in the magazine concern such subjects as the "War in 
Rhodesia,” "The Deadly Americans,” gun control legislaUon and 
a story about George Bacon III, "The Only American Killed in Ac­ 
tion in Angola.” 
It was in tiiis magazine that Hutson placed a classified advertise­ 
ment offering the services of a "Special Operations Cadre” and 
describing its functions as "military expertise, weapons — tactics 
advisers ^ - i n s t r u c t o r s : counterinsurgent operations, long- 
range penetration, border surveillance, internal security defense 
missions.” 
But Hutson said there really wasn’t any cadre. He was just try­ 
ing to organise a group of men willing to be mercenaries. 
"The ad was just to sound out the market, to see what the 
response there might be,” he explained. "It is going to take at least 
50 men with diverse talents to get this thing going.” 
He said he ami few other men earlier this year got together and 
offered themselves for hire, but the others lost interest after 
American and British mercenaries were executed in Angola.. 
Nevertheless, other would-be mercenaries have seen the ad and 
contacted Hutson, and he says he has hopes he will be able to form 
a military group* 
What he wants most is to be a military adviser — just like in the 
days of Vietnam.

Jones fails 
in 20 bid, 
blames hill 


ST. LOUIS (U PI) - A pile of dirt in St. 
Louis proved to be enough of an obstacle 
to keep Randy Jones from his 20th vic­ 
tory. 
“ There’s no other pitching mound in 
the National League like the one in St. 
Louis,” said Jones, who lost Wednesday 
night to the St. Louis Cardinals 5-4. 
“ It slopes so steeply that it throws me 
off my stride. I’ve never been comfor­ 
table on that mound.” 
Jones’ theory is supported by the facts. 
In four years with the San Diego Padres, 
he never has won a game in Busch 
Stadium. 
“ When I threw the first seven pitches 
and none was a strike, I knew I was going 
to have trouble,” he said. “The walks put 
me in trouble. I walked Lou Brock twice 
on four pitches.” 
Jones, now 19-8, gave up five walks — 
two more than he has allowed in any 
previous game this season. His next 
chance to become the first major league 
pitcher to chalk up 20 wins for the season 
will be Sunday in San Diego against the 
New York Mets. 
The Cardinals jumped on Jones for 
three runs in the first inning and never 
trailed in the game. The winner was Pete 
Falcone, now 10-11. Falcone gave up six 
hits and all four San Diego runs. He left 
after walking the first two batters in the 
eighth but A1 Hrabosky gave up a 
sacrifice fly and Bill Greif was needed in 
the ninth to save the game for the Car­ 
dinals 


“ He’s horrible,” says the fan, with 
feeling. “ The worst. He leads the league 
in errors.” (Actually, he leads the 
majors.) 
A few innings later, Howell dives for a 
line drive that whizzes past his glove and 
down the line for a base hit. Brooks 
Robinson, in his prime, might have made 
the play, but some of the fans seem 
irritated. “ C’mon, Roy!” they scold. 
Typical fan reactions; no big deal. But 
if you happen to be the player, or the 
player’s wife, the remarks can cut deep. 
Karla Howell, who watches every 
Ranger home game from the stands 
behind home plate, has learned to endure 
the remarks. Most of the time. 
“ I expect to hear things,” she says. 
“ Everybody’s a judge. But I just can’t 
take it all the time. Sometimes I'll just 
turn around and say, 'Do you really think 
he’s not trying?’” 
Ranger fans are not the most 
sophisticated in baseball. Roy says, 
“ Any time a ball is hit, you're supposed 
to catch it, and any time it’s thrown, 
you’re supposed to hit it ” 
Major league baseball has been in 
town less than five seasons. During one 
recent game, the opposing pitcher went 
into a stretch, then backed off the 
pitching rubber. A thousand fans 
screamed “ Balk!” 
As a group, Ranger fans tend to be 
strangely quiet most of the time, so that 
when a foghorn-voiced critic does speak 
up, he is easily heard. 
“ We are close to the fans,” Howell 
says, “ and when you boot one, they do 
get on you. You try not to pay attention 
and let it bother you, but being that 
dose, sometimes you get enough. That’s 
the toughest thing for me to do is not to 
hear ’em and just ignore ’em. They get 
down 
pretty nasty on you. But they 
spend their eight hours behind the desk, 
pay their money, and they come out and 
get their frustrations out. But sometimes 
it really makes you feel bad; you get the 
feeling they think you blew it because 
you’re not trying, or because you don’t 
know what the hell you’re doing, or you 
don’t give a bleep. 
Vl’ve felt many times like choking a 
few of them, but they kind of frown on 
that. Sometimes you’ll make a few com­ 
ments to them.” 
Roy is a moving target Karla has no 
choice but to sit and listen to the critics. 
Karla Howell is 20 years old. She and 
Roy met while at Lompoc High, and they 
were married almost three years ago. In 
two minor league seasons, two major 
league seasons, two seasons of winter 
ball in Puerto Rico and Florida, and 
through two spring trainings, she has 
missed only .one of Roy’s home games, 
and that was when she was too sick to 
walk. 
When Roy was called up to the 
Rangers at the end of the 74 season, 
another Ranger player’s wife welcomed 
Karla with: “ Aren’t you glad Roy finally 
made it to the majors so you can have 
some decent clothes?” 
Generally speaking, the wives get 
along OK, though they certainly don’t 
enjoy the easy camaraderie of their 
husbands. “ It’s not a bunch of friends 
type thing,” Karla says. 
(“ Karla’s probably the nicest of all the 
wives.” says a sportswriter who is with 
the dub constantly. “ And she’s not bad 
looking,” he adds.) 
At the park, Karla defends her 
husband; at home she sometimes serves 
as critic. 
“ Sometimes we’ll sit down and just 
talk about the game,” says Roy.

West hired 
by Lakers 


INGLEWOOD (U PI) - Former NBA superstar Jerry West, 38, who led the 
Los Angeles Lakers to a world championship in 1972, was named coach of the 
Lakers today, to succeed Bill Sherman, who failed to get the team in the 
playoffs the past two seasons. 
TTie announcement came in the same Forum pressroom where West an­ 
nounced Oct. 3,1974, that he was retiring after 14 seasons as a Laker player He 
was considered a prime candidate for the job along with Nevada-Las Vegas 
coach Jerry Tarkanian. 
After his retirement, West filed a $6 million law suit against California 
Sports Inc., the corporation which operates the Lakers and other sports 
enterprises for Jack Kent Cooke. West, an all-pro for 13 years and considered 
by many as the greatest guard in the history of the game, filed suit April 7, 
1975, alleging breach of contract and fraud. 
“ I considered many candidates for the job,” said Cooke, who did not attend 
the news conference. “ But in my opinion, Jerry West’s great basketball 
knowledge and background with the Lakers uniquely qualifies him for the 
position.” 
•‘Needless to say,” said a smiling West, “ I’m extremely happy. I think its 
every professional basketball player’s dream to become the head coach of his 
former team and that was mine.” 
West, a former All-America at West Virginia, was the driving force behind 
the Lakers’ 14 consecutive playoff appearances and their only NBA title in Los 
Angeles. 
“ It was inevitable that a man with Jerry’s leadership, drive and intelligence 
would move into coaching,” Cooke continued in a prepared statement. “ I’m 
pleased to have him back in the Laker family and I know that he will bring the 
Lakers back to their rightful place at the top of the National Basketball As­ 
sociation ’ 


THE HEAT of the Texas sun is enough to wilt one’s spirits and dampen one’s 
hair, but tennis player Karla Howell gets a few words of encouragement from her 
husband Roy who is also an athlete 


I’m doing wrong. She’s very honest ... 
She’ll say, 'I think you lacked aggression 
on the field tonight; you weren’t getting 
with it.’ Or she’ll say, ‘You’re dropping 
your shoulder a little and not keeping 
your head on the ball.’ Sometimes I 
might not agree with her, but I think it’s 
super that she watches the game that 
much and has that much interest in what 
I’m doing. If I’m not getting with it, 
she’s the first one to kick me right in the 
rear.” 
“ I watch Roy every minute,” says 
Karla. “ I don’t fed I know a lot more 
than the other fans, but I know Roy’s 
game.” 
TTiis is not a one-athlete family. Karla 
bowls and plays a solid game of beginn­ 
ing tennis. Recently she was playing in 
the Texas open, a statewide amateur 
tournament held in Arlington. 
It was 107 degrees and sizzling on the 
courts as she played a singles match in 
the tournament’s “ B” division. The only 
spectator was Roy, who sat baking on the 
unshaded sidewalk. 
Later he went to the store for some 
Gatorade and hamburgers for Karla, 
then stayed at the courts until it was 
time to leave for the ballpark. 
Roy hit a home run that night and the 
Rangers won, but after the game, as they 
dived into a bucket of take-out fried 
chicken, Roy steered the conversation to 
Karla’s tennis. 
“1 don’t want her total commitment 
to me,” he said later. “ I want her to do 
her things, too. What’s really super is 
that most things we want to do we like to 
do together. We like to hunt, fish, shoot, 
play all sports. We enjoy traveling and 
we enjoy each other.” 
One of the biggest problems facing a 
baseball wife is the nomadic nature of 
the game. The house the Howells rent is 
crowded with the belongings of three 
baseball families. 
About the 
only obvious personal 
touches the Howells have added are a 
monstrous trophy Roy was awarded last 
year for Ranger Rookie of the Year 
(named by the sportwriters), and a 
Dalmation dog named Ranger. 
Roy and Karla plan to have children 
eventually, but for now, Ranger is all the 
kid they need. They have baby pictures 
of him, take him wherever they travel. 
The three Howells will soon move into 
a new townhouse, but even that must be 
considered temporary. 
“ We just bought the townhouse,” says 
Karla, “ and it just came out in the paper 
that Corbett (Ranger owner) says 
nobody’s going to be an untouchable next 
year. And I’m thinking, 'Wow, we’re go­ 
ing to get traded.’ Two months ago, 1 
would have been scared, but now it’s ex­ 
citing. 
“ I enjoy the travel. If Roy says, ‘Let’s 
go to Venezuela (he's had an offer to play 
winter ball there), I’ll go, because it’s 
someplace I’ve never been before. I’ve 
heard things that have happened down 
there to the wives. One time someone 
kidnaped five of them and they found 
them locked in a supermarket freezer. 
But everything’s an experience, and if 
you’re not willing to try something new, 
you’re going to miss something.” 
Moving from Arlington wouldn’t be 
traumatic for Karla 
"No, because I’ve already come 
through that already, when I left Lom­ 
poc, all the friends I had. ... I'm really 
secure and happy with what’s going on ” 
Roy and Karla haven’t been back to 
Lompoc in almost two years, but they 
hope to fri back this summer. Roy main­ 
tains close family ties. 
“ It’s just unbelievable the time my 
parents spent with me and my other two 
brothers. They never once forced us to 
play a game. Never once did my dad say, 
‘Roy, you’re going to be in the big 
leagues and I’m going to help you.' He 
just said, ‘Do what you want to do.’ 
“ He worked hard, but every time he 
had a spare moment, he’d be out there 
playing ball with us. He’d work 
graveyard and come home and instead of 
going to bed he’d spend four or five hours 
with me and my brothers. (Older brother 
Bobby just missed making the Dallas 
Cowboys as a punter last year.) And my 
mother, she’d be out there hitting 
grounders, too. And not only ball. 
Homework, they had time to help you 
with that, too 
“ What means more to me than just 
about anything in the world, is my family 
just being proud of what I've done. 
“ I hope the whole town is proud that 
I ’m here, and proud that they’ve got 
maybe 15 other guys around the country 
playing college or pro sports I hope 
they’re proud of every one of them, 
because they're the ones that helped 
them get there.” 
And Roy remembers the championship 
baseball and football teams he was part 
of in the Lompoc Valley. 
“ What I’d like to do, I’d like to take 
that team that we took to Klamath Falls 
('88 Babe Ruth World Series), and won 
the CIF ( 71) with; I’d like to take that 
team and put us in “ A” ball, and see how 
far we could go as a team, I think we'd 
have a hell of a ball team It’d be fun.”

Sunday, Joe Patemo will gather 
his Penn State players around 
him in the locker room, greet 
them for the new season and 
talk to them for maybe an hour. 
It won’t be one of those rah- 
rah speeches. That isn’t Joe 
Paterno’s style. 
More likely he’ll start by say­ 
ing the next few weeks won’t be 
easy, they’ll be rough, but that 
he and his assistant coaches 
will try to judge everyone fairly 
and underestimate no one. Joe 
Patemo will tell his players 
they must have people’s respect 
not only as athletes but as 
human beings, and that two of 
the most important elements it 
takes for a good football team 
are camaraderie and love. 
That’s right, 1-o-v-e. The 
same thing the late Vince Lom­ 
bardi talked about whenever 
they’d ask him what was it that 
made his Green Bay teams so 


special. 
Where Patemo differs from 
Lombardi is in his approach to 
winning. It isn’t the last word 
with Paterno, although he 
wants to win, too. Some doubt 
exists as to whether Lombardi 
originated the phrase “winning 
is everything,’’ but there’s no 
doubt he firmly believed in it. 
Patemo does not. At least not to 
that degree. 
“I can’t buy that,” he says. 
“It can’t be everything.” 
More important than winning 
to Patemo is the effort his 
players make, and maybe that 
strikes you as nothing more 
than plain old hair-splitting, but 
actually it isn’t. Joe Patemo 
simply is saying that nothing, 
not even victory itself, is more 
gratifying than the pure, clean 
effort and excitement of trying 
to achieve it, and on that count I 
go along with him 100 per cent. 
“The attempt to win is 
everything,” he says.” I don’t 


say winning doesn’t mean 
anything. I’d feel I wasn’t doing 
my job if I didn’t work very 
hard and try to win. But if we 
don’t win, I don’t feel tgat 
means we’ve been a complete 
failure.” 
Joe Patemo doesn’t have a 
lot to worry about from that 
standpoint. He’s starting his 
Uth year at Penn State and no 
major college head coach at his 
present job a minimum of five 
years has a better won-and-lost 
record than he has. 
His percentage of .836 based 
on 94 victories, 18 losses and 
one tie in 10 years at Penn State 
is the best record in the land 
and to give you an idea of how 
good it is, the highest percen­ 
tage ever compiled by anybody 
was the .881 posted in 13 years 
at Notre Dame by thé late 
Knute Rockne, who some still 
cosider the greatest coach ever. 
If you ask Joe Patemo how 
much his own won-lost record 


counts with him, he says not 
very much, and the way he says 
it you know he’s not trying to be 
blase or anything like that, he’s 
only saying what he feels. 
Wouldn’t he care to surpass 
Knute Rockne’s record some 
day, leave the game when he’s 
all finished with the best record 
of any college coach who had 
ever been in it? 
* 
“That would be something,” 
agrees Patemo, “but it isn’t the 
most important thing. I really 
feel my first responsibility is to 
my family. I have five children, 
all under 13 and God has been 
good to us. They are all fine, 
healthy children.... If 1 can 
come out of all this a good

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Swordfishing 


Last week marked the first attempt in over nine months for 
swordfish out of Port San Luis. Despite efforts up and down the 
cost, very few swordfish have even been spotted, which could be 
the result of a government ban of spotter planes to locate the fish. 
Swordfish may be taken year round, but August and September 
are traditionally good months. Last year’s catch was estimated at 
more than 5,000 fish. Seventy five percent of the fish seen were 
pursued and harpooned, with 10 per cent lost through pullouts or 
gear failure.

Sportfishing will be able to add

Longet seeks delay 


ASPEN, Colo. (UPI) - At­

The court has 
not set a date for hearing the 
appeal. 
"We certainly aren’t going to 
start the trial until the appeal is 
disposed of, so it is reasonable 
to expect there will have to be a 
continuance," Lohr said. 
Miss Longet is accused of 
shooting Sabich «ice in the 


stomach March 21 at the luxury 
mountain chalet the couple 
shared for two years near 
Aspen. Miss Longet’s trial is set 
for Aug. 30. 
Lohr had ordered Miss. 
Longet’s diary and blood and 
urine tests taken the night of 
the shooting suppressed as 
evidence. He ruled the diary 
should not have been seized by 
investigators because there 
was no obvious link between it 
and the shooting.

Amin to the brink 


By NBA/London Economist Nows Service 
Mi Amin, ruler of Uganda for the past five and a half years, 
has made a fatal mistake. He has fallen out with his Kenyan 
neighbor, and Jomo Kenyatta is s dangerous enemy. It is not 
being admitted in Nairobi, but it is now obvious that Kenya’s 
president has decided that Amin must go. 
Deliberately, and by methods that keep just on the right side 
of international convention, the Kenyan government is slowly 
strangling the Ugandan economy. Sooner or later, the 
Kenyans believe, Uganda will be in a condition where its peo­ 
ple will accept a decision to get rid of the man responsible for 


thpres!dcnt Amin’s desperate appeals to the United Nations, 
the Organisation of African Unity and the Arab League show 
the effect of Kenya’s squeeze on his fuel supplies He has 
threatened to fight his way out. But he would be on weak 
in international law if he attacked Kenya; his army

from Britain, which belatedly broke off relations with Uganda

Idi Amin is in trouble. The speculation and rumors from 
Kenya may be exaggerated, but it seems fairly clear that dis­ 
content within Uganda is growing. The men around the Ugan­ 
dan ruler are unlikely to wait for the wrath and the rifles of 
unpaid and hungry soldiers to be turned against them. To save 
themselves, some of those men may decide to depose their 
military hoes and life president.

pursuing policies designed to cause the 
uuntry’s government? If it had imposed 
a straightforward blockade on Uganda the answer might be in 
doubt. But the Kenyans are keeping their action short of open 
blockade; they w e merely asking to be paid on the nail for the 
transport costs of the petrol that passes through their 
territory, because Uganda has gone so deeply into debt with 
them in the past. That can be defended as a reasonable com­ 
mercial practice. And, given President Amin’s past threats 
against them, the Kenyans are entitled to insist on strict 
business terms. 
President Amin has claimed huge chunks of Kenyan 
territory for Uganda, after the Israeli raid on Entebbe he 
threatened to send his army over the Kenyan border and to 
bomb President Kenyatta’s home and the port of Mombasa. 
That territorial claim, made while President Amin was chair­ 
man of the OAU, challenged one of that organisation’s most 
cherished principles — the inviolability of African borders. 
Yet the OAU failed to raise even s whisper of protest. 
Another principle of the AOU is that its members should not 
interfere In each other’s internal affairs. This has allowed it, 
quite unacceptably, to turn a blind eye on the massacres in 
Burundi, the regime of terror in Equatorial Guinea and the 
mass killings in Uganda, to name only three of Africa’s most 
violent areas. At the same time the OAU has chosen to support 
the Rhodesian nationalists in their efforts to overthrow the 
Smith regime, which is not a member of the OAU, and to 
accept the use of force to make South Africa give up control of 
South West Africa and change its internal policies. . 
Fair is fair. The OAU has agreed to mediate between Kenya 
and Uganda. The aim of its mediation should not be officiously 
to keep Amin in power. 
President Kenyatta is as much to blame as any African 
leader for letting President Amin get away with it for so Iona. 
Until this month, the Kenyan leader preferred to see Uganda 
continue under the rule of Amin rather than see it transformed 
into yet another example of African socialism. 


This has now changed, and President Amin’s tyranny is in 
danger. To be sure, there is no guarantee that any successor 
would be better than he is. The successor would presumably 
come out of the coterie of men now around him. These men 
have survived because they have condoned Amin’s policy of 
butchering his real or supposed opponents. They have been 
party to the slaughter of large numbers of Ugandans whose only 
offense was to have belonged to the Lango and Acholi tribes. 
They have done nothing to prevent Uganda’s largely 
mercenary army killing Tanzanians and Kenyans living In 
Uganda. They have tacitly approved of the murder of 
ministers, civil servants and army officers, and they have 
allowed Amin to pursue policies so incoherent that his sanity 
must be doubted. 


The first task of say new Ugandan leader, should President 
Kenyatta’s belated squeeze on Amin work, will be to repair 
relations with Kenya itself, and with other Africans who are 
tired of Amin. Lemon number one for the new men: Kenya is 
no longer prepared to subsidize Uganda by allowing it to run 
up huge debts - now, according to the Kenyans, 880 million — 
while it spends its foreign currency on massive purchases of 
Soviet arms which are then used to threaten Kenya. 


Lesson number two: an army of over 30,000 men is un­ 
necessary and wasteful , if Kenya can manage with one of 1,- 
000, so can Uganda. Send the mercenaries back and spend 
earnings on developing the country.

The mandated programs 


The Santa Barbara County 
Taxpayers' 
A ssociation 
focuses their attention in their 
recent bulletin on a vexing 
problem that requires the at­ 
tention of all taxpayers. The 
problem is the continuing 
costs to local taxpayers of 
state and federally mandated 
programs. 


“ F ed era l 
and 
sta te 
legislators believe that local 
property taxpayers constitute 
an inexhaustible source of 
funds for new, untried and 
often ill-conceived social 
programs," the bulletin 
states. 


As one example, the associa­ 
tion cites the ‘ ‘Master Plan for 
Special Education" passed in 
1974 appropriating $24 million 
to start the program in six 
areas. Santa Barbara was one 
of the counties selected to par­ 


ticipate in the pilot program. 
The program was hailed as the 
answer to the problem of 
educationg physically and 
mentally handicapped stu­ 
dents from ages three through 
21. No mention was made of 
the ultimate costs to the 
property taxpayers of the 
county. In 1975-76, 41 per cent 
of the program was supported 
by county property taxpayers 
or $3,705,000. In 1976-'77, 46 per 
cent, or $5,723,000. 


There is no disagreement 
with the need for such a 
program, but there certainly 
should be disagreement with 
the funding mechanism which 
has cost the taxpayers of the 
local school districts so dear­ 
ly. 
This is typical of how the 
system works. The State 
Board of Education dreams up payer 


a project, the Legislature and 
the governor approve it, the 
local school districts imple­ 
ment it and, of course, the 
local property taxpayer now 
pays dearly for it with costs 
already increasing like wild­ 
fire. 
The association cites 
numerous other examples of 
state and federal mandated 
but not funded mandated 
programs such as Medi-Cal, 
Aid for the Aged, Miller-Unruh 
Reading, SB 160 calling for 
collective bargaining with 
teachers, SB 120 calling for hot 
meals for needy children. 
The solution lies with the 
Legislature and the U.S. 
Congress. State and federally 
mandated programs must also 
provide for some funding 
mechanism other than the 
overburdened property tax

SAN FRANCISCO - Here In Reagan 
land it is widely conceded that the 
Reagan-for-President boom has gone 
bust. 
The Richard Schweiker

As for Schweiker, aside from his 
liberal voting record, he was a curious 
choice. A pleasant, agreeable man, he 
has never exerted any real influence 
either in the Senate or in the Administra­ 
tion. In any event, as the so-clever 
strategists must have known, a vice 
president counts hardly more than 2 per 
cent one way or the other.

One hope remains for the Reaganites. 
That is to use a series of procedural gim­ 
micks — delaying tactics — to take the 
convention beyond a first and perhaps 
even a second ballot. Then it would be 
anybody’s ballgame. But the disruption 
within Republican ranks would be in­ 
creased a hundredfold. 
The Democrats here — those who have 
worked over the years in the party — are 
frank to say they know very little about 
Jimmy Carter. Love, compassion, har-* 
mony, sure, but what else? 
It seems to me that Carter has two 
choices. He can coast on his un­ 
precedented lead in the polls, two-to-one 
in the interval between the conventions, 
preaching the doctrine of “love one 
another" and taking no chances on 
touchy issues. While his lead will 
narrow, it is hard to see how in view of 
the Republican’s troubles and the bumbl­ 
ing of the Ford campaign it can be 
erased by Nov. 2. 
The other choice is to hit the issues 
head-on and make himself known beyond 
the advertising campaign on television 
and in the newspapers. He must come 
out to the West and show himself, airing 
the convictions he will build around a 
Carter administration. 
It may not be so easy to coast. Already 
troubling questions are arising that can­ 
not be readily ignored. One concerns his 
26-year-old pollster and a principal ad­ 
visor Patrick H. Caddell. 
Some thorough reporting by the New 
York Times has shown the part that Cad­ 
dell played in setting the pattern for one 
of his private clients, Westinghouse, in 
fighting the environmentalists’ drive to 
curb the spread of nuclear power plants 
as unsafe

This is a hot issue in California where 
an initiative proposal to limit nuclear 
power was on the June 8 primary ballot. 
It was defeated by a considerable 
majority.

They will take a dim view of a close ad­ 
viser who counsels one of the most 
powerful corporations in the nuclear 
field on bow to defeat their aim of curb­ 
ing the proliferation of nuclear power 
plants.

G. (Jerry) Brown who coasted into the 
governorship and used the same kind of 
glide in the presidential primaries he 
entered Whether it will work on a 
national scale is the tough question 
Carter confronts.

I am advised that there is available for 
those interested enough in hunting them 
down a no-tobacco, no-nicotine cigarette, 
“made out of pure, scientifically proces­ 
sed vegetable fiber grown in California.’’ 
It is not my intention to throw cold 
water on an ambitious bit of free 
enterprise, geared obviously to those 
who want to smoke but don’t want to risk 
the hazards that have been attributed to 
tobacco, but somebody invented such a 
cigarette long ago. 
It is no-tobacco, no-nicotine and I 
daresay that there’s hardly any man 
over the age of 40 who grew up anywhere 
near a stretch of countryside who didn’t 
try it at least once as a lad. 
It is called com silk. 
I don’t know what the commercially 
made no-tobacco, no-nicotine cigarette 
is made out of. A three-page press 
release on the product is pretty cagey 
about that. It sounds suspiciously like 
com silk to me, however. 
Other possibilities might be grape vine 
(some of the young men I grew up with 
found doubtful pleasure in puffing on a 
long stem of that stuff) or even the 
brown seed fiber of the sour dock plant, 
which greatly resembles tobacco in color 


and texture. 
I don’t believe dock is necessarily 
native to California, though. I can’t 
recall having seen a dock plant since I 
left Oklahoma. Maybe I just don’t get 
around to the right places in California. 


I don’t wish to be a prophet of doom 
but I don’t foresee much hope for the no­ 
tobacco cigarette. 
If smokers wanted to protect their 
health by avoiding nicotine and the like, 
they could have stuck to those childhood 
experiments upon reaching maturity. 
Furthermore, I don’t believe that it is 
going to go one inch toward solving the 
smoking problem, either for the smoker 
or the ones who have to smell the smoke 
in restaurants, offices and other public 
places. Smoke is smoke and breathing it, 
either first or second hand, cannot be 
beneficial to anyone, in my opinion. 
And in places where the large no smok­ 
ing signs are displayed or where smoking 
is otherwise prohibited by regulation, 
such as on school campuses, the no­ 
tobacco cigarette will be of no help. 
The regulations state simply that there 
is to be no smoking, and they make no 
allowances for whether the cigarette 
contains tobacco, sour dock, corn silk or 
some other “pure vegetable fiber native 
to California."

Civil liberties pall 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Until 
recently the White House was unique 
among palaces. It was relaxed, open, ac­ 
cessible. People could wander in off the 
street to shake hands with the chief. Dur­ 
ing the Hoover administration a tourist 
popped in on the President at his dinner 
one evening. The mansion had a security 
force, but it also had a 
heart, and was known 
as the only official 
residence in the world 
where the head of 
state was not afraid of 
the people. 
The change began 
during the tensions of 
the Depression era. 
And after the death of 
John Kennedy, the _____ 
White House had 
become a fortress of 
fear and suspicion. To­ 
day it is protected by perhaps the most 
elaborate electronic security system in 
the world,» guards whose orders are 
“shoot to kill," and an arsenal of terrible 
weapons which include a reported heat- 
seeking antiaircraft missile. 
Not only does the head of state no 
longer trust the people around his home, 
he does not, to a high degree, even 
tolerate them there. Tourists are 
allowed inside the gates, but merely in 
tightly controlled areas. Others breach 
the walls only at their peril; there was no 
official remorse for the man shot down 
recently on the White House lawn. Secret 
Service agents instead said that his sad

death was “an ideal operation" insofar 
as security reaction was concerned. 
So nervous have the sentries become, 
actually, that White House visitors no 
longer even have to break the rules to 
risk scorn or manhandling. One need be 
only suspected of being a potential rule 
breaker. Case in point is a Philadelphia 
taxi driver named Peter Heller, age 38. 
His harmless visit to the White House a 
year ago in June has since forced him to 
sue the government for false arrest. 
Heller’s ordeal, as he relates It, actual­ 
ly began in 1969 when be started writing 
letters of complaint to the president. His 
grievance, which continues to this hour, 
was that the nation’s intelligence 
operatives were polluting the ideals of 
democracy and importing dirty tricks 
for use domestically. Often his letters 
have explained that he is not 
downgrading America, which he feels is 
a “wonderful country" but that unfor­ 
tunately, it is being ill-served by its of­ 
ficers. 
For all his writing, Heller has never 
received a reply. He has met a number 
of government people, from FBI agents 
to Secret Service grimsters. and has 
acquired the usual reputation in these 
circles as a fruit. But neither the presi­ 
dent nor “so much as a low-ranking 
flunky” has bothered to acknowledge his 
petitioning. 
Thus last summer while in 
Washington, Heller decided to deliver 
some of his letters personally. He 
checked in with the Secret Service, 


which told him to see agent Rick Nelson 
at the White House. Following direc­ 
tions, Heller went to the mansion gate, 
where an agent named Gerald Gibson, 
not Rick Nelson, interviewed him. They 
talked for 30 minutes regarding letters 
and related matters. 
During the conversation, Heller men­ 
tioned that his letter writing had gotten 
him into a jam in the 1960s. He’d said 
some intemperate things in cor­ 
respondence to corporate moguls who 
thereupon had him committed to a men­ 
tal institution. But he said be was not 
crazy, just angry at careless government 
and big business. 
For his honesty, Heller found himself 
in a jam again. Agent Gibson summoned 
the Washington police who arrested the 
visitor and transported him to a local 
looney hospital for a “mental review." 
The law says such actions can only be 
taken with citizens when they are 
dangerous to themselves or to others, 
but never mind the law where White 
House security is concerned. Heller 
spent 45 hours in confinement; his suit is 
now pending, asking 3150,000 In damages. 
What happened to Pete Heller happens 
to some 300 other folks annually, ac­ 
cording to S.S. reports. Such is the con­ 
finement rate at the local mental 
hospital, in fact, that one of its sections 
has become known as the “White Home 
Ward." It may be that some detainees 
need examination. In general, however, 
one suspects the Secret Service reaction 
says more about its mental health than it 
does about that of its victims. 


Now you see him, now you... 


The escape of a county jail inmate 
from the surgical ward of County 
General Hospital, Tuesday, has spurred 
a top level discussion of hospital security 
between Sheriff’s Capt Dave Herseman 
and hospital officials. 
It was the second prisoner escape in 10 
days and the third or fourth this year. 
The latest incident in­ 
volved a prisoner who 
has an illegal gun pos­ 
session charge hang­ 
ing over him. As far as 
authorities knew 
Wednesday or were in­ 
itially willing to ad­ 
mit, the prisoner just 
disappeared. 
On Aug. 7, a Satur­ 
day, James Henry, 25, 
guilty of armed rob­ 
bery in Lompoc on 
June 15, disappeared 
into thin air. He was awaiting sentencing 
on the conviction, and was in the 
hospital for surgery cm his jaw, reported­ 
ly cracked in a dispute with another 
prisoner in county jail. 
The exasperating thing about all this 
and like a page out of a television drama, 
both escapees this month disappeared 


with leg irons presumably firmly In 
place about their ankles. That’s the 
restraining device that permits the 
prisoner to take a step of about a foot in 
length and no more, before he’s brought 
up short by the chain. 
Not much is known by this reporter 
about the escape of either prisoner, but 
one source close to the scene said Henry, 
for one, had to proceed for a con­ 
siderable distance down hallways, on 
elevators and past all kinds of personnel 
before he could have made good his es­ 
cape. 
The escape of Henry was particularly 
chargrining because be was regarded as 
a slippery customer. In fact he was an 
escapee from a prison work camp near 
Riverside at the time that he hijacked a 
Glasser Bros. Distributing truck in Lom­ 
poc. That little caper involved the use of 
a gun to kidnap the driver and later, in 
Lo'i Angeles, a series of tumultuous 
episodes, straight out of television, to 
judge by the description of one law en­ 
forcement officer. 
On; otficer told this reporter, Henry 
could charm you out of your eye teeth. 
Henry, in other words, was a dude who 
merited special attention and he didn’t 
get it, at least not enough to see that he 


didn’t escape. 
Herseman, for one is well aware of all 
that. The escape might have been 
predicted. Herseman said the situation 
at general hospital is a veritable night­ 
mare at times. The hospital has no 
separate jail ward. Instead, prisoners 
are spread around in the various wards, 
surgical, for example, or five or six 
other locations, and the circumstances 
prohibit the secure fastening of the leg 
irons to the metal bed. That’s because 
the prisoner would be helpless in the 
case of a major fire. 
“The problem of escape is an ongoing 
one at county hospital,’’ Herseman said 
Wednesday. “The county has to give Aral 
class medical attention to prisoners, and 
that is sometimes at odds with 
security." There are guards, but they 
can’t be everywhere at once, Herseman 
says. 
He said he was undertaking talks with 
hospital officials this week U> see if they 
can seal off the loopholes that permit 
sometimes dangerous prisoners to es­ 
cape. He said a small jail wing built on to 
the present hospital facility is 
the answer Then he add« 
takes money and the taxpayer doesn’t 
want to see taxes go up any higher."
